Manure and S. Beets 

From ‘’Through the Leaves” 

Mr. F. (). Spurrier’s farm is !«• 
cated one mile west of the Hag, 
Nebraska, dump. He rents tin 
greater part of his boet land to h 
J apanese farmer, Heqry Tanaka. 

Last spring Mr. Spurrier divid¬ 
ed one beet field, giving the ten¬ 
ant the north side and keeping the 
south side for himself. All of the 
manure on the place went to the 
tenant. Mr. Spurrier decided to 
test the difference in the two 
patches between manuring and no 
nanuring. The soil was the sam*. 

Mr. Spurrier realizes he has a 
*ood heet tenant, so Mr Spurrier 
followed in every way the e^ampb 
s*»t by Mr. Tanaka, in preparation 
of seed bed, cultivation, irrigation 
and all field operations. 

From the emergence date the 
tenant’s field showed up much bet¬ 
ter and from that date until time 
of harvest, the manured ground was 
far in advance of his own field. 

The actual tonnage from each 
Geld wa 8 : unniHimred 34.52 acres. 
14.13 tons per acre Manured 82. 
63 acres, 17 40 tons per acre. 

A difference of 3.27 tons per

No Canadian need be jubilant when 
a European family is placed on n 
farm from which a Canadian family 
has removed itself. Yet this is what 
in going on in some parts of the coun¬ 
try. The original Canadian stock is 
leaving the land and getting into the 
towns and cities. The same process 
is going on in many sections of the 
United States and is regarded with 
alarm by students of the social order 
in that country. The newcomer from 
Europe prizes the land; to him it is 
a great boon to be able to own a hun¬ 
dred acres. The Anglo-Saxon in this 
country regards tho land lightly. 
Ownership means little to him and In 
many cases he would prefer making 
his living somewhere else. 


Farmer** Position lias Been Greatly 
Improved, Says Report 

"In contmst with the situation In 
Canada, where the price structure 
has consistently favored the farmer, 
particularly during the past threo 
years, the farmer In many other 
parts of the world has found that his 
bale of cotton, his load of maize, or 
his bushel of potatoes could be sold 
at a price which would enable him to 
buy only about two-thirds as much 
manufactured goods as formerly,*' 
states a recent bulletin issued by the 
Royal Bank of Canada. 

"In reality his difficulties have been 
even greater than this statement 
would suggest, since wages, rent and 
taxes—his costs have in most cases 
increased by at least 100 per cent.," 
continues the bulletin. "Whfcro tho in¬ 
dividual farmer has been unablo 
markedly to increase his production, 
the changing relationships of prices 
have reduced the purchasing power 
of the farm family by about one-half. 
This reduction in the purchases of the 
agricultural population has prevented 
tho expansion of world commerce to 
a normal level. 

"The satisfactory crops in Canada 
and the persistence of relatively fav¬ 
orable world prices for those pro¬ 
ducts which come from Canadian 
faims have been important factors in 
establishing prosperity. While it is 
true that almost all of Canada has 
experienced good times during this 
period, the outstanding factor in the 
situation lias been the improvement 
in the position of the Canadian farm¬ 
er." 


Canadum. National Railways 
Engineer Tells Of Rapid 
Development 

The tremendous North of Canada, 
tlie rich country in which millions 
have been Invested and out of which 
millions more will be taken is speedily 
coming into its own. Two railway 
lines, which are being pushed for¬ 
ward with all the energy and haste 
men cun command in n region that 
exacts every ounce of skill, strength 
and speed that men can give, are 
bringing tho wilderness closer and 
closer to the world. They are making 
possible the prising open of a chest 
whose treasure Is so vast that imag¬ 
ination scarce can compute it. Before 
the year is out' the railway which is 
striking 85 miles northwest ot The 
l*as to open up the Flin F'lon and in¬ 
cidentally the other rich properties 
in that area will be in working condi¬ 
tion. In the meantime, all the neces¬ 
sary supplies will have been hauled 
in and camps established along the 
way. By the end of next year, the 
Hudson Bay Hallway will have 
reached its terminus at Fort Church¬ 
ill, on Hudson Bay, and the North 
will have a now outlet to the sea. 

C. S. Gzowski, of Montreal, chief 
engineer of the Construction De¬ 
partment of the Canadian National 
Hallways, who has just returned east 
after a visit of inspection to the 
northern country, declares that he is 
well satisfied with the progress that 
Is lx*ing made. 

'To fulfill our promise to the Do¬ 
minion Minister of Railways that the 
Hudson Bay line w’ould be in operat¬ 
ing condition by the end of next year, 
we must complete 84 miles from the 
presort end of steel before December. 
Mr. Gzowski says. The present end 
of steel is 356 miles from The Pas, 
which is 482 miles from Winnipeg. 
From the end of steel to Fort

Boys' and Girls’ Sheep Clubs have 
been responsible for establishing over 
one hundred new sheep flocks In 
Canada recently. They are proving a 
big factor in creating further Inter¬ 
est In sheep raising and are likely to 
be tho means of establishing thou¬ 
sands of sheep flocks on farms where 
sheep are not at present being kept. 

Sheep club members havo tlie co¬ 
operation of the Canadian Banking 
institutions in providing loans sub¬ 
ject to the regulations of the policy, 
if such are desired. The policy is ad¬ 
ministered by the Sheep and Sw’ine 
Division, Live Stock Brnnch, Cana¬ 
dian Federal Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. in co-operation with the Provin¬ 
cial Departments of Agriculture. Dis¬ 
trict promoters in the various prov¬ 
inces in which the policy is operative 
give assistance in selecting suitable 
ewe stock, give direction and assist¬ 
ance in equipment of buildings, feed¬ 
ing and management. The Canadian 
Co-operative Wool Growers, Ltd., 
Canada’s national w’ool marketing 
agency, operated by the sheep rais¬ 
ers, ensures full market values for 
the wool clip. Sheep Fairs and Lamb 
Sales establish marked values, reduce 
marketing costs ana encourage the 
production of better lambs. Sheep 
raising is recognized ns a branch of 
the live stock industry that has prov¬ 
ed to be very profitable and is strong¬ 
ly recommended for consideration by 
prospective settlers.

Moreover, they Asserted, the trop¬ 
ical seas hold vast stores of thermal 
energy which man may yet harness. 

Although the surfaco waters of 
tropical seas generally have a tem¬ 
perature of from 75 to 85 degrees 
from one end of tho year to the other 
they, as pointed out, have, thanks to 
currents emanating from tho polar 
regions, waters at great depths at a 
constant temperature of from 35 to 
45 degrees. 

If, with the aid of a shaft sunk In¬ 
to the sea, these cold w’aters could be 
brought to the surface, the engineers 
said, the result would be a surface 
temperature of about 70 degrees, mar¬ 
velously constant in all seasons and 
all weathers. 

Then, if one could draw off the 
warm surface waters into a suitable 
vacuum, they asserted, the waters 
thus drawn off would begin to boll, 
producing a vapor which, with the 
aid of the cold w’aters brought up 
from the depths of the sea, might 
readily be condensed. 

And if in the current of vapor ono 
placed a turbine, they declared, tho 
machine would furnish energy be¬ 
yond comparison with anything in 
existence.

Canuda Is Almost One Hundred

The total pro¬ 
duction of sugar in Canada in the 
year under review was 1,138,781,739 
pounds, of which 70,388,105 pounds 
was made from beets growm princi¬ 
pally in southwestern Ontario and

acres were sown to beets, which 
yielded about nine tons per acre, and 
for which the growers received an 
average price of $8.55 per ton. The

Keeping Physically Fit in Mid-Ocean 


There are eight sugar refineries in 
Canada with a capital investment of 
$19,748,404. Canada i3 one of the prin¬ 
cipal sugar refining countries, her 
net exports of refined sugar, after 
supplying her own requirements, 
amounting to about 250,000,000 
pounds yearly. • 


It is hoped that 
track-laying will begin by July 15. In

Crop 
reports from the other provinces for 
1927 are not yet available. 

While honey production Is steadily 
Increasing throughout the Dominion, 
there are lurge areas yet uuexploitcd 
In so far as beekeeping is concerned; 
this Is especially true of western 
provinces. The changing farming 
conditions in the more settled parts 
of the Prairie Provinces, the opening 
up of new territory, and the intro¬ 
duction of irrigation into semi-arid 
areas, are having an effect on bee¬ 
keeping possibilities. For instance, 
the Introduction of sweet clover into 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan is large¬ 
ly responsible for the increase In bee¬ 
keeping in these two provinces. In tho 
Peace River district where beekeep¬ 
ing is a comparatively new industry, 
an experimental apiary at Beaver- 
lodge, Alberta, gave a vvouderful 
crop during the summer of 1920. A 
colony on scales registered a gain of 
20 pounds per 24 hours on more than 
one occasion and at tho end of the 
season this colony gave 281.5 pounds 
of surplus honey, and in addition 
gave one colony increase.

New' varieties 
are produced chiefly through the me¬ 
dium of artificial crossing of care¬ 
fully chosen parent varieties, the 
crossing work being confined chiefly 
to tho Central Farm at Ottawa and 
to the Rust Research Laboratory at 
Winnipeg.

It is known, 
however, that many of tho imperial 
buildings were buried m earthquakes 
during tho Middle Ages, nnd there 
are hopes that a part of their treas¬ 
ures may still be recovered from their 
remains. The buildings were adorned 
by more than 100 columns of alabas¬ 
ter und rare marbles, tlie porticoes 
contained several marble statues, 
while the Interior was lavishly 
decorated with pauels ;md medal- 
lions, artistic gems and cumeoa.
